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IN THE CLAIMS: 

Please amend the claims as follows: 

1 . (currently amended) A method for controlling the handling of push type e-mails on a 
mobile terminal device, sa i d mobi l e termina l dev i ce compris i ng at le ast on e user 
prof il e regarding th e hand li ng of push typo o ma il s, said method comprising: 

- determining the status of saida user profile stored in said mobile terminal device, 
said user profile regarding the handling of push type e-mails on said mobile terminal 
device , wherein said determined user profile status comprises push type e-mail 
enabled or push type e-mail disabled, and 

- controlling at said mobile terminal device the handling of push type e-mails 
according to said determined user profile status. 

2. (original) A method according to claim 1, wherein said controlling of the handling of 
push type e-mails comprises notifying a push type e-mail server of a mobile 
communication network about the handling of push type e-mails according to said 
determined user profile. r

4. (original) A method according to claim 1, wherein said user profile comprises a 
predetermined filter acting on the received push type e-mails, said filter selecting 
push type e-mails according to properties of said received e-mails, wherein said 
method further comprises: 

- receiving a push type e-mail, and 

- filtering said received e-mail according to said properties. 

5. (previously presented) A method according to claim 2, further comprising storing 
said received push type e-mail. 
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6. (original) A method according to claim 1, wherein said terminal device further 
comprises sensors, said method further comprising 

- determining of sensor data, and 

- changing said user profile according to said determined sensor data. 

7. (currently amended) A method for controlling the handling of push type e-mails 
destined for mobile terminal devices on a push type e-mail server T comprising: 

- whefef ftstoring on said server stores at least one user profile related to each of a 
plurality of a-mobile terminal dev i c e devices . saj^ each user profile regarding the 
handling of push type e-mails destined for one of said r el ated plurality of mobile 
terminal d e vico devices . sa i d method compr i sing: 

- receiving at the push type e-mail server a notification from any of said plurality of 
terminal d e v i c e devices related to at least one user profile related to said any mobile 
terminal device, th e hand li ng of push typ e e mai l s dostinod for said tnrminn i rinvinn 
via a mob ile commun i cat i on n e twork, wh e r e in sa i d roc oi vod not i f i cation r ol at o d to 
th e status of sa i d user profi le compr i s e s push type e - ma il e nabl e d or push typo o 
ma i l disabl e d , and 

- handling by said server push type e-mails destined for said terminal device 
according to said received notification related to said at least one user profile related 
to said any terminal device . 

8. (original) A software tool comprising program code means stored on a computer 
readable medium for carrying out the method of claim 1, when said software tool is 
run on a computer or network device. 

9. (original) A computer program product comprising program code means stored on a 
computer readable medium for carrying out the method of claim 1, when said 
program product is run on a computer or network device.

14. (currently amended) A mobile terminal device capable of receiving push type e- 
mails and controlling the handling of push type e-mail, comprising: 

- a processing unit 

- a network interface capable of receiving push type e-mails via a network, wherein 
said network interface is connected to and controlled by said processing unit, 
wh e re i n sa i d term i na l dovico is character i zod by 

- a storage connected to said processing unit for storing at least one user profile 
regarding the handling of push type e-mails, and 

- a component to determine the status of said user profile regarding the handling of 
push type e-mails, wherein said determined user profile status comprises push type 
e-mail enabled or push type e-mail disabled, and 

- wherein said processing unit is configured to control the handling of push type e- 
mails according to said determined status. 

15. (original) A mobile terminal device according to claim 14, wherein said processing 
unit is configured to control the handling of push type e-mails according to said 
determined user profile status by enabling or disabling said network interface for the 
reception of push type e-mails. 

16. (currently amended) A mobile terminal device according to claim 14, wherein said 
n e twork mobile terminal device further comprising a push type e-mail filter 
connected to said network interface, wherein said filter is configured to filter received 
push type e-mails according to properties of received push type e-mails, which are 
defined by said user profile. 
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17. (original) A mobile terminal device according to claim 14, wherein said processing 
unit is configured to dispatch a message comprising the status of said user profile 
regarding the handling of push type e-mails via said network interface to a push type 
e-mail server connected to a mobile communication network. 

18. (original) A mobile terminal device according to claim 14, further comprising at least 
one sensor connected to said processing unit, wherein said processing unit is 
configured to change said user profile depending on a sensor output received from 
said at least one sensor. 

19. (currently amended) A push type e-mail server capable of receiving and sending 
push type e-mails, comprising: 

- a processing unit, 

- a network interface capable of receiving and sending push type e-mails via a 
network, wherein said network interface connected to and controlled by said 
processing unit, 

whero i n said son/or i s charact o rized i n that 

- said network interface is further capable of receiving notifications related to the 
status of said user profile of at least one mobile terminal device regarding the 
handling of push type e-mails, wherein said received notification related to the status 
of said user profile comprises push type e-mail enabled or push type e-mail 
disabled, and 

- a storage to store a status of said user profile of said at least one mobile terminal 
device regarding the handling of push type e-mails. 

wherein said processing unit is configured to handle received push type e-mails 
destined for said at least one mobile terminal according to said received user 
profile status. 

20. (original) A push type e-mail server according to claim 19, wherein said e-mail 
server is an external mailbox capable of receiving push type e-mails. 
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21. (currently amended) A push type e-mail delivery system comprising at least one 
mobile terminal device according to claim 14 and a push type e-mail server 
according to cla i m 19. comprising: 

- a processing unit, 

- a network interface capable of receiving and sending push type e-mails via a 
network, wherein said network interface connected to and controlled bv said 
processing unit. 

- said network interface is further capable of receiving notifications related to the 
status of said user profile of at least one mobile terminal device regarding the 
handling of push type e-mails, wherein said received notification related to the status 
of said user profile comprises push type e-mail enabled or push type e-mail 
disabled, and 

- a storage to store a status of said user profile of said at least one mobile terminal 
device regarding the handling of push type e-mails, 

wherein said processing unit is configured to handle received push type e-mails 
destined for said at least one mobile terminal according to said received user profile 
status. 

22. (previously presented) A software tool comprising program code means stored on a 
computer readable medium for carrying out the method of claim 7, when said 
software tool is run on a computer or network device. 

23. (previously presented) A computer program product comprising program code 
means stored on a computer readable medium for carrying out the method of claim 
7, when said program product is run on a computer or network device. 

24. (previously presented) A computer program product comprising program code, 
downloadable from a server for carrying out the method of claim 7, when said 
program product is run on a computer or network device. 
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. (currently amended) A push type e-mail delivery system comprising at least one 
mobile terminal device according to claim 15 and a push type e-mail server 

according to c l aim 20. comprising: 
a processing unit. 

a network interface capable of receiving and sending push tvpe e-mails via a 
network, wherein said network interface connected to and controlled by said 
processing unit, 

said network interface is further capable of receiving notifications related to the 
status of said user profile of at least one mobile terminal device regarding the 
handling of push tvpe e-mails, wherein said received notification related to the status 
of said user profile comprises push tvpe e-mail enabled or push tvpe e-mail 
disabled, and 

a storage to store a status of said user profile of said at least one mobile terminal 
device regarding the handling of push type e-mails, 

wherein said processing unit is configured to handle received push type e-mails 
destined for said at least one mobile terminal according to said received user profile 
status, 

wherein said e-mail server is an external mailbox capable of receiving push type e- 
mails.
